Seasonal adjustment 

Seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the 
estimated cffects of normal seasonal variations from 
economic time series so the the effects of other 
influences arc obvious. Scasonal variations are the 
systematic (hough not necessarily regular) intra-ycar 
movements of economic time series. These are often the 
resuit of non-economic phenomena, such as climatic 
changes, and regular religious [cstivals c.g. Cliistmas 
and Easter.

Trend Estimate 

Smoothing seasonally adjusted series produces a 
measure of trend by removing the impact of the 
irregular component of the scrics. The trend estimates 
are derived by applying a 13-ierm Henderson weighted 
moving average lo the respective seasonally adjusted 
series. Readers are reminded that trend estimates are 
subject to revision as subsequent months' data become 
availablc.

Employed persons 


in scasonally adjusted tcrms the number of people 
employed in Victoria fell slightly from 2.068 million 
in July 1995 to 2.064 mitlion in August 1995, a 
decrease of (0.2%. 


There was an increase of 4.9% in seasonally adjusted 
employment [rom August 1994 to August 1995. 


External Trade 


Imports into Victoria decreased from $2,225 million in 
May 1995 to $2,101 million in June 1995, a decrease 
of 5.6%. Imports in June 1995 were 25.8% higher 
than in June 1994. 


Exports (including re-cxports) from Victoria incresacd 
slightly from May 1995 ($1,112 million) to June 1995 
($1.124 million) an increase of 1.1%, Exports im June 
1995 were 17.6% higher than in June 1994.
